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New Rabbinical Body Opposes 
Synagogue Council, N. Y. Board

NEW YORK (P-O)—A new Or- 
rabbinical organization 
has been established in New 
York, and the New York Board 
cf Rabbis has not decided how to 
act in connection with this new 
opposition. 

The New York Board is made 
up of Reform, Conservative and 
Orthodox rabbis, whose ‘repre- 
sentatives alternate as presidents 


‘of the body. 


The new group is known as 
the Metropolitan Board of Ortho- 
dox Rabbis. 

At a press conference this 
week, Rabbi David B. Hollander 
a former president of the Rab- 
pinical Council of America, said 
that not all Orthodox rabbis 
could join the new body. 

HOLLANDER, who is a mem- 
ber of the three rabbis on the 
praesidium of the new body, said 
that in order to join a rabbi’s 
synagogue must have complete 
separation of men and women at 
services and not permit the use 
of a microphone at services. 

Another condition is that the 
rabbi must not be affiliated with 
a rabbinical body in which Con- 
servative and Reform rabbis also 
hold membership, This provision 
is aimed at the New York Board 
and the Synagogue Council of 
America, which like the New 
York Boarg is made up of rabbis 
of all three wings of Judaism. 

HOLLANDER reported on 
meetings between his new group 
and both Gov. Rockefeller and 
Mayor Wagner, both of whom, 
he said, received them warmly. 

The New York Board dis- 
cussed the new body at a recent 
meeting, with a number of sug- 
gestions being made. A proposal 
for a meeting between the two 
groups to iron out their differ- 
ences was opposed.

NO NEWS ON RUMANIAN EXODUS; 
DIPLOMATS’ MEETING DISCOUNTED 


NEW YORK (P-O)—There was no definitive news this 
week from any Jewish source here on the Rumanian situation 
as far as resumption of the emigration of Jews to Israel. 

A high Israeli source in the U. S. discounted a news 
story in an Israeli newspaper to the effect that a meeting 
between Israeli and Rumanian diplomatic officials in Greece 
had broken up without agreement. 

Meanwhile fund campaigns throughout the U. S. Jewish 
community continued to boom, presaging the largest total 
for the United Jewish Appeal in years. 

Dov Joseph, treasurer of the Jewish Agency, spent a few 
days in New York conferring with U. S. Jewish leaders this 
past week on aspects of the Agency’s financial situation. 





WASHINGTON, D. C, (P-O) — 
There has been less commotion 
here over the administration’s 
decision to drop Israel from the 
countries receiving grant-in-aid 
beginning with next fiscal year 
than might have peen expected. 

THE U. S. International Co- 
operation Administration an- 
nounced that Israel would not 
receive a grant-in-aiq for the 
year beginning with June 1960. 

The current grant-in-aid is only 
$7% million, a decrease from a 
high of $70 million in 1953. 


ARAB NATIONS are expected 
to receive important increases 
for the next fiscai year, starting 
with Jordan which has become 
almost entirely dependant on the 
U S. 

Egypt too, it now has been an- 
nounced, will be restored to her 
place in the grant-in-aid pro- 
gram, with the amount yet to he 
decided. 

Some congressmen have an- 
nounced that they will seek to 
restore Israel to the grant-in-aid 
program, They profess to dis- 
count the Administration’s con- 
tention that Israel’s economic 
situation has improved to the 
point where she no longer needs 
direct U. S. assistance, 

Last year, Israel received in 
addition to grant-in-aid money, 
a loan of $15 million and was per- 
mitted to purchase $40 million in 
food surpluses, which she paid 
for with Israel pounds,

Russia May Let 








LOS ANGELES (P-O) — The 
chances of Jews within the So- 
viet Union leaving, once Consid- 
ered remote, today are within 
the realm of “strong possibility.” 

THESE WERE the views of 
Daniel Schorr, CBS correspoii- 
dent formerly stationed in Mos- 
cow. 

Schorr was banned from Rus- 
sia following a broadcast last 
December in which he rapped the 
Soviet ruling clique. 

Schorr told The National Jew- 
ish POST and OPINION that 
“three years ago I would have 
said there wasn’t the slightest 
possibility of the Jews leaving 
Russia. Today, there definitely is 
a .chance, a good chance—even 
though it might not happen for 
many, many years. 

“JEWS ARE pawns in a big 
game of power politics,” stated 
Schorr. 

He said Russia’s 3,500,000 Jews 
will be permitted to leave only 
IF and WHEN the relationship 
between the Kremlin’s rulers and 
Nasser deteriorates. 

THE CBS newsman, who said 
he still keeps posted on events 
within the USSR, said that overt 
terror is not a feature of life ir 


WON'T DO AS THEIR 
PARENTS DID 
NEW YORK (P-O)—Amost 
all of a group of 900 high 
schoo] ang early college teen- 
agers who received no Jew- 
ish education agreed in a 
poll conducted here that they 
would provide their children 
with a Jewish education. 
The 900 were part of 4,000 
who were included in the 
poll. More than half of them 
said they felt that a Jewish 
education was necessary. 
This percentage rose to 90 
when the question was asked 
of the remaining 3,000 who 
had attended a Jewish school. 
The poll was conducted 
under the auspices of the 
Jewish Education Committee 
of New York.

Russia today, but after 30 years 
of Stalinism there is still “a 
certain amount of nervousness” 
among Jews inside the Soviet 
Union. 

“The Jews of Russia live in a 
state of quiet desperation ard 
terror,” Schorr said, 

WHILE IT IS difficult to find 
overt acts of anti-Semitism with- 
in Russia today, there are many 
examples of less overt acts visi- 
bie, he added. These include such 
things as barring Jews from the 
highest echelon of the Commu- 
nist Party and the top. officers 
corps of the armed forces. 

In addition, there is proof that 
Russian universities have quotas 
cevering the admission of Jews, 
and Jews are not permitted to 
go abroad as correspondents and 
diplomats. 

WHAT’S BEHIND the anti- 
Jewish feeling? 

Schorr declared that Soviet 
rulers feel that Jews have “inter- 
national ties and contacts abroad, 
they’re too intellectual and too 
independent minded. 

“ANTI-ZIONISM is now a 
principle of Communist doctrine, 
and a tactic of present day So- 
viet diplomacy which is seeking 
to align itself with Arab nation- 
alism.” 

The Soviet press, which Schorr 
said he sees frequently, carries 
almost daily denunications of Is- 
rael. Israel, he said, is pictured 
in the Russian newspaper as a& 
vast, unfertile desert, with its 
population starving and in con-- 
centration camps. 


“BUT DESPITE the torrent of 
abuse and the unceasing anti- 
Israel campaign, Israel continues 
to be the great hope of Rus- 
sia’s Jews, said Schorr. 

The situation in Poland is 
quite different, with the probabil- 
ity that all of the 40,000 Polish 
Jews will eventually be permitted 
to go to Israel. 

THE PRESENT shut-down of 
emigration from Rumania is due, 
in large measure, to pressure by 
Nasser on Khrushchev, in 
Schorr’s belief, 





ADL Sponsors Polls in South to Determine 
Effect of Hate Literature: Work There Quintupled 


DENVER, Colo. (P-O) — Pro- 
grams of the Anti-Defamation 
League in the North are being 
curtailed in order to concentrate 
emphasis on needs to combat 
anti-Semitism in the South, an 
ADL official told the Intermoun- 
tain Jewish News here. 

OSCAR COHEN, national pro- 
gram director for the ADL, told 
the local paper that his organiz- 
ation is sponsoring public-opinion 
polls to determine the effect of 





the current hate-literature bar- 
rage in the South. 

Cohen insisted that statements 
by national Jewish organizations 
on the integration problem have 
had little effect on the burgeon- 
ing hate picture. He said South- 
ern Jews are attempting to evade 
the issue, and that bigots take 
the position that whoever is not 
with them in their fight against 
the Negro is against them. 

THE ADL LEADER said that 





his organization works with ed- 
ucational, civic and church or- 
ganizations in the south to build 
resistance against anti-Semitic 
hatemongering. Terming these 
groups “gate-keepers of power,” 
he said they realize that they 
have enough troubles already 
without allowing anti-Semitism 
to poison democratic life. 

“All in all,” Cohen said, “ADL 
staff activities in the South have 
been stepped up 500 per cent.”

Rabbi Wins Suit Over Cookies 


By ZEKE SCHER 


DENVER, Colo. (P-O)—The in- 
ternationally famous Denver 
kosher cookie case was settled 
out of court Friday with a cash 
award and a world-wide apology 
to Rabbi Gershon Winer of Bald- 
win, N. Y., former spiritual lead- 
er of the Beth Medrosh Hagadol 
Synagogue, the Rocky Mountain 


region’s largest Conservative 


congregation. 


THE BOWMAN Biscuit Co. of 
Denver and Rabbi Winer agreed 
to dismissal of the rabbi’s $400,- 
000 damage suit before trial. A 
brief stipulation filed in United 
States District Court here car- 
ried no details of the settlement. 

But the National Jewish Post 
and Opinion learned that the fol- 
lowing agreements constituted 
the basis for the dismissal of 
the unique suit: 

1) An apology signed by Clin- 
ton J. Bowman, president of the 
baking firm, will be published as 
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MUrrayhill 9-7000 — Fifth Avenue at 34th Street 


...and at White Plains, Manhasset and Short Hills 


soon as possible in both the Post 
and Opinion and in the Inter- 
mountain Jewish News of Den- 
ver, the ads to be paid for by 
the defendant company. 

The apology states: “The Bow- 
man Biscuit Co. expresses its 
apology to Rabbi Gershon Winer, 
formerly rabbi of the B. M. H. 
Synagogue, Denver, Colo., and 
regrets any inconvenience and 
embarrassment caused to him. 
Clinton J. Bowman, president.” 


2) An undisclosed cash settle- 
ment by the company to Rabbi 
Winer. 


The settlement, learned by the 
Post and Opinion from unim- 
peachable sources, was $7,500. 


THE SETTLEMENT ended 
more than two years of litiga- 
tion (P-O, Mar. 29, 1957) that 
began Mar. 4, 1957 with Rabbi 
Winer charging the baking com- 
pany with making false repre- 
sentations to him concerning the 
ingredients of its “Assortment 
Supreme Cookies.” 

He had inquired whether the 
cookies contained any animal fat 
shortening which would violate 
Conservative Jewish dietary laws. 
The inquiry was made on behalf 
of the B.M.H. Women’s League 
and Religious School which in- 
tended to sell them in a fund- 
raising campaign. 


AFTER BEING assured the 
cookies contained only vegetable 
oil shortening, Rabbi Winer 
authorized their sale. 

Officials of the company sub- 
sequently admitted there was 
animal fat of an non-kosher va- 
riety in the cookies. 


AS A RESULT of the com- 
pany’s “false and fraudulent” re- 
presentations, Rabbi Winer 
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claimed he was responsible for 
the distribution of the cookies 
into hundreds of Jewish homeg 
that adhered to the dietary laws, 

This brought him into “publie 
scorn, infamy, contempt, obloquy 
and ridicule among a large nums 
ber of Jewish families in Denver 
and elsewhere, causing irrepay- 
able damage and injury to hig 
rabbinic standing, reputation and 
integrity,” the rabbi contended, 


IN THE COURT suit, Rabbj 
Winer said the acts of the com- 
pany and the results therefrom 
caused him “great pain and mene 
tal anguish.” 

Following the kosher cookie 
flareup, Rabbi Winer was fired 
by the B.M.H. congregation, 
When he refused to leave the 
synagogue’s home in which he 
and his family resided, B.M.H, 
officials sought a court order to 
evict him. A financial settlement 
finally was reached on the re 
mainder of his contract and the 
boiling controversy ended. 


ATTORNEYS for the rabbi, 
Jack Greenwald and Bertram 
Kaufman, welcomed the settle- 
ment. 

“We have suffered much criti- 
cism for representing Rabbi 
Winer in this case,” Greenwald 
said. “People have said, ‘How can 
you drag in the entire Jewish 
community?’ 

“THIS IS A democracy and 
Rabbi Winer was entitled to his 
day in court. A lot of outside 
pressure was brought to settle 
it—from the A.D.L., from organs 
jzations and from individuals.” 

Greenwald is formerly of Co- 
lumbus, Ohio and is the son of 
the late Rabbi Leepold Greens 
wald, who was dean of the Cos 
lumbus rabbinate at the time of 
his death in April, 1955. _ 

RABBI WINER’S attorneys 
said the apology which will span 
the world was the chief factor in 
the settlement “since monetary, 
damages could not compensate 
for the embarrassment he has 
suffered.” 

Since November, 1956, Rabbi 
Winer has headed the Baldwin 
Jewish Center in the Long Island, 
N. Y. suburban town. He recent- 
ly visited Israel and is active in

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Don’t Say You Can't Lead Seder! 
You Can If You Try--Here’s How 


Editor’s Note: This article is 
reprinted from the Apr. 12, 
1957, edition of The POST and 
OPINION because of its use- 
fulness for those who have 
never conducted a Seder be- 
fore.

So you think you can’t conduct 
a Passover seder? You can so! 

It is not as hard as you think, 
nor as complicated. On the other 
hand, the effort entailed will 
yield you and 
your family 
great satisfac- 
tion. 

Many a fa- 
mily which 
would like the 
pleasure of ob- 
serving. the 
Passover 
at home fails 
to do so _ be- 
cause of the self-consciousness 
of the father. He is sure that he 
cannot run the seder as his fa- 
ther did before him, Th2 resuit 
is that thousands of Jewish 
homes are devoid of the cheerful 
ring and heart-lifting warmth, 
not to mention the stirring ideal- 
ism, that the proper observance 
of the festival can bring. 

Perhaps you can’t conduct the 
seder exactly like your father or 
grandfather did. But with the 
English texts contained along 
With the Hebrew in all modern 
Hagadas you can make a good 
try. 

IT WOULD be a pity if Pass- 
over were to pass over your 
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home without the home observ- 
ance which enables you to re- 
live the fight for liberty experi- 
enced by our forefathers and 
without the ceremony which 
strengthens the bond between 
you and the other members of 
your family. 

Perhaps you will attend the 
group sedarim (plural for seder) 
which are now conducted by 
many temples, synagogues and 
centers. A congregational seder 
is a fine event, but it need not re- 
place the home seder. It can 
supplement it. With a large 
group you can enjoy one type of 
experience; around your own 
table, you have a more intimate 
one. 

Here are some tips which will 
help you create a successful 
family seder: 

® Make sure everyone at ‘the 
seder has his own Hagada. There 
are many beautiful Hagadas now 
on the market and you have a 
wide choice. 

® Don’t feel that your seder 
must be too formal. You may in- 
terpolate the various parts of the 
service with your own comments. 
You’ may ask others to do the 
same. Keep the service moving 
along, but don’t feel that it must 
have the same formality as a 
synagogue service. The seder is 
an admixture of the solemn and 
the joyful. 

®Study the Hagada before 
the night of the seder. Decide in 
advance which parts you can do 
in Hebrew and which in Eng- 
lish. Be familiar with the text 
before you sit down for the cere- 
mony. 

® Rotate the reading of the 
parts of the Hagada among those 
at the table. Some will read in 
English, others in Hebrew. Some 
will sing the songs in one style; 
others will use another melody. 
The very melange of Hebrew dia- 
lects and the variations in the 
manner of reading portions of 
the service will illustrate the de-

®Have the guests recite as 
many of the blessings as possible 
in unison. Even certain segments 
can be réad in unison—so as to 
engage the attention of everyone 
and make each one feel that he 
is participating in the service. 


® Linger over favorite parts of 
the Hagada. After having the 
youngest person present recite 
the Ma Nishtana, ask others to 
recite it: The youngest father 
present; the youngest grand- 
father, etc. 


® Make sure that everyone has 
a small plate with every sym- 
bolic food on it. When it comes 
time to point out the meaning of 
the symbolic foods let each per- 
son hold up high his own sample 
thereof. 


® Get a songster and become 
familiar with the melodies of the 
Hagada. Better still, have some- 
one with a knowledge of music 
and the ability to lead it primed 
in advance to spark the singing. 

® Make your reading pro- 
nounced enough to keep the chil- 
dren interested. Don’t swim 
through the material hastily and 
perfunctorily. 


® Dramatize certain portions of 
the Hagada. During the Elijah 
segment, hold up the Elijah glass 
and ask the children to tell 
whether any of the wine disap- 
peared. When the consensus 
proves that it hasn’t, indicate that 
we must all try to be worthy of 
Elijah during the year ahead so 
as to hasten the day of peace and 
universal freedom. The poem 
called “It Came to Pass at Mid- 
night” can be fun if each person 
is asked to read a stanza in the 
spookiest fashion. On the other 
hand, the reading of the section 
“Who Knows One” should be 
done, segment by segment, as 
rapidly as possible. 


® As for the afikomon, take the 
time to conceal the matzo care- 
fully in advance. Tell the children 
at the beginning of the seder 
that the afitkomon hunt will take 
place after the service and then 
give prizes.to those who find the 
matzo. The prizes ought to have 
some Jewish significance (e.g., 
an Israel bond). 


THESE ARE but a few ideas 
for your seder. You can learn 
many more if yyou attend the 
seder seminar which so many 
synagogues offer these days or 
by consulting your own rabbi, 
who will be glad to brief you at 
length on how you can make 
your home celebration fascin- 
ating and thrilling. 


Traditionally, Passover is a 
time when we derive both merri- 
ment and inspiration from the 
great saga of the Exodus. Don’t 
lose the opportunity of introduc- 
ing the Passover spirit into your 
own home. Both you and your 
children wif feel amply rewarded 
for the little effort involved.

Fish as Appetizing Main Course 


For Passover menus, a delicate and delicious fish timbale made 
with Mother’s gefilte fish is a delectable main course. The tim- 
bale shown is topped with carrot cubes and garnished with new 


potatoes and spring carrots. 
Mother’s recipe for this hot 
gefilte fish timbale, using 
Mother’s old-fashioned gefilte 
fish, certified kosher for Pass- 
over by the Union of Orthodox 
Jewish Congregations of 
America, is as follows:

When your ancestor appeared 
before the official name-giving commission either in 1789 
in Austria or in 1806 in Prussian-occupied Poland he gave 
them a cue by the outside garment he wore. There must 
haye been something striking about it, either in color or 
burliness, to impress the members of the commission, Other 
Jewish family names derived from clothing are Grobtuch 
(coarse cloth) or Feintuch (fine cloth).

Rabbi Singer Tells Why He Will Not Give To The United Jewish Appeal ‘

For the past 20 years the 
United Jewish Appeal has raised 
great sums of money from the 
American Jews to alleviate the 
suffering of their co-religionists 
in many parts of the world. The 
UJA has run one crash cam- 
paign after another to save lives. 
And American Jews have re- 
sponded with enthusaism and 
great generosity to the descrip- 
tion of needs and the urgency of 
one crisis after another, 


THERE WAS a time when the 
leaders of the UJA promised that 
only one or more campaign was 
necessary to solve the problem of 
Jewish charitable needs abroad 
once and for all. Some of you 
may have sat in the specially or- 
ganized parlor metings in a year 
of such urgency. Others of you, 
I am sure, attended the large 
public meetings where the tech- 
nique of competitive giving, orig- 
inated and fostereq by the UJA. 





raised unbelievable sums of 
money for the needy. 

For a Jew to re outside 
the philanthropic effo n those 
dramatic years following the 
Second World War was unthink- 
able.

Jewish community has not been 
noted for its restraint in express- 
ing its feelings. : 


OCCASIONALLY a voice 
would be raised questioning the 
techniques of this multi-million 
dollar fund raising business with 
its high priced executives, its 
high powered campaigns, its ha- 
bit of telegraphing rather than 
writing, its big gifts dinners, its 
men of the year, its stratifica- 
tion of Jewish society into big 
givers and medium sized givers 
and little givers. 

Occasionally some courageous 
soul would question the right of 
the UJA professional and his 
eager amateur followers to read 
cut of Jewish life those who were 
sickened at the subversion of 
traditional Jewish ideals of char- 
ity. But this happened only rare- 
ly. It really wasn’t necessary for 
the fund-raising professionals to 
“set tough.” Community pres- 
sure did the job.

And the 
continuing crisis in Israel, its 
serial story of fear ang danger, 
with the villainous Arabs always 
ready to pop out of the sage 
brush, lost its appeal. After all, 
you can cry just so often and 
then even the most sympathetic 
become weary with the repeated 
tears. Therefore, along with the 
economic recession of 1958, came 
lessened contributions to the 
UJA. And something new was 
obviously needed to spice the 
giving in 1959. 

And when something new is 
needed something new usually 
can be found. By dramatic coin- 
cidence, just at the time that the 
1959 campaign began with the 
super-big givers in Miami Beach. 
a newly needy group of Jews 
was discovered, dramatically 
enough, behind the Iron Curtain 
in Rumania. 


THIS POLITICAL and emo- 
tional “natural” made the front 
pages all over the country along 
with a carefully worded bit of 
coy speculation by the Israeli 

Prime Minister that perhaps now 





was the time not only for the 
solution of the Rumanian well 
lem of what to do with approxi- 
mately 200,000 Rumanian Jews 
but perhaps as well for the solu- 
tion of the Russian problem ot 
what to do with approximateiy 
3,000,000 Jews. 

After all, were there any 
givers, or potential givers, so 
cold-hearted, or inured to hu- 
man suffering, so lacking in an- 
tagonism to communism, so im- 
mune to community pressure. 
that they woulg be unwilling to 
give and give greatly to a tre- 
mendous new drive to “save” 
Rumanian Jewry and to begin to 
think about “saving” Russian 
Jewry? 


WHO COULD turn down this 
truly last opportunity to rescue 
the vestige of the Eastern Eur- 
opean Jewish communities, 4l- 
ready decimated (according to 





UJA statistics) by the Nazis, but 
still existing in sufficiently targe 
numbers to call for an outpour- 
ing of American cash as has not 
yet been experienced in the his- 
tory of fund-raising. 

And this is the question we 
face today — the question of Ru- 
manian immigration tg Israel. 
the question of emptying Ru- 
mania of Jews and transferring 
them, lock, stock and barrel, or 
whatever they have left after 
their release by the Rumanian 
government, to the one country 
in the world where, according to 
nationalist definition, they will 
be able to live “normal lives as 
Jews” at long last. 


THIS IS the question that the 
Jew of America faces and that 
he must answer. Will he or will 
he not be a party to the solving

of the Rumanian immigration 
crisis? ... 

Rut facts and figures of Iron 
Curtain countries are hard to 
come by. Particularly when facts 
and figures are cffered by indi- 
viduals and organizations with 
particular interest in having a 
situation look either hopeful or 
hopeless. From what we may 
read it is not unfair to say that 
while the lot of the Rumania 
Jews has nothing that an Amer- 
ican woulq want to experience, 
it was probably not much differ- 
ent from what went on with Ru- 
manian Christians. 


WE DO KNOW, for example, 





of numerous deportations and

persecutions affecting Catholic 
and Eastern Orthodox Ruman- 
igns, especially those who lived 
close to the Jugoslav border. And 
Catholic and Eastern clergy were 
not exempt either, As has been 
said from this pulpit many times 
the history of mankind is a rec- 
ord of suffering that makes all 
nen brothers. 


But the UJA has never been 
content to accept the thesis that 
the Jew must suffer along with 
his fellowman. And I think it 
noteworthy that when the Second 


World War ended and hundreds 
of thousands of men and women 
of all backgrounds and al] faiths 
were housed in temporary camps, 
waiting arrangements to return 





to former homes, or to be re- 
united with families, or to find 
new homes, that Jews enjoyed 
a most favorable position. Thcir 
calorie allotments were larger. 
Their cases were expedited. Jew- 
ish workers outnumbered by 
many times the workers of other 
charities in the field. 

NOW THIS was undoubtedly 
the result of the revuision of 
the world to what had been al- 
lowed to happen to large num- 
bers of Jews before and during 
the war. But the “most favored 
group” philosophy has created its 
own problems, problems _ that 
show up now in the matter of the 
crisis of Rumanian immigration. 

One of the bases for the sym- 
pathetic outpouring of support 
for the new immigration is the 
abhorrence felt by Americans of 
all faiths for the Russian re- 
gime, a regime that apparentiy 





permits no freedom, a regime 
that apparently is cynical and 
despising of the rights of the in- 
dividual, a regime that apparent- 
ly is without humanity, in our 
understanding of the word. What 
American dBes not know sym- 
pathy for those who have to live 
in communist - dominated coun- 
tries? 

AND YET, we should be willing 
to ask, and this question may 
shock and anger some of you: 
Should the. Jew in communist- 
dominated countries be a more 
privileged individual than the 
non-Jew? Should he expect to be 
rescued any sooner than non- 
Jews? Does a Jew have a right 
to believe that other Jews in 
other countries have sonvspec- 
ia) responsibilitiy to him simply 
because he is a Jew, an individ- 
ual with a presumably similar 
background to another ang more 





fortunate individual in another 
land? 

I do not question the right of 
American Jews to finance Ru- 
manian Jewish immigration ty 
Israel if they wish, or the right 
of American Jews to finance Rus- 
sian Jewish immigration to Is- 
rael, if they wish, 


BUT I DO question the right 
of the UJA or any other organ- 
ization to assume a pasic Ameri- 


can Jewish commitment to this 
goal, a kind of blank check 
agreement, before any careful or 
thoughtful consideration of some 
of the implications of the situa- 
tion has taken place. And more- 
over, to assume a commitment 
with a base of religious obliga- 
tion—a commitment that must 
be met to fulfil the duties im- 
posed on the Jew by his Judaism. 

For this is not a matter of

simple charity. Any more than 
the creation of the State of Is- 
rael was a matter of simple 
charity and humanitarianism. 
Would that it had been. Would 
that it were now. 

THE RUMANIAN immigration 
crisis points up the inescapable 
nationalistic element that has 
dominated Jewish philanthropy 
for almost two decades, a na- 
tonalism that has cynically used 
humanitarian motives for its own 
aggrandizement, a nationalism 
that threatens to subvert and 





damage the status of every group 
of Jews in very country in the 
world... ., 

I do not believe that the fu- 
ture of the Jew in America is 
in any way tied to the success 
or failure of the State of Israel. 
I do not rejoice in vicarious 
achievement. I take no pride in 
what an Israeli sabra is able to 
accomplish with a tractor or a 
tank. 

THIS IS his accomplishment, 
not mine. I have no right to 
share in it to any greater ex- 
tent than I share in the accom- 
plishment of a Hindu who has

also learned to till the soil or 
respond to a military command 
A man is a man. There is a hu- 
man relationship between ai] 
men. But to say that there is 
some special relationship between 
Jews is not only to distort the 
past but to destroy the future. 

The story of the Jewish past 
tells us that Judaism flourished 
after the destruction of the Tem- 
vle in Jerusalem and after the 
de-nationalization of the Jew. We 
may read, and I have told you 
from this pulpit over ang over 
again, the record of the Jew in 
whatever community he found 
himself, the record of his suc- 
cesses and failures.

Management By Workers Does Not Help Labor Relations 


By CARL ALPERT 

HAIFA—Abroad little attention 
has been paid to an interesting 
experiment in industrial manage- 
ment which began in Israel two 
years ago and has since been ex- 
tended to a point where it is 
no longer an 
ex periment. I 
refer tothe 
growing trend 
of labor partic- 
ipation in the 
management of 
the firm, 

This trend 
finds its classi- 
cal socialist ex- 
pression in the 





Alpert 
Joca] labor press in these words: 
“Management by the few is anti- 
cemocratic. Management by the 
masses is democracy, Thousands 


of workers, laborers, craftsmen, 
the common men—veterans and 
new immigrants alike—join in 
management as the social ideal 
of the workers economy.” 


THE REFERENCE is basically 
to those industria! plants which 
are owned and operated by the 
Histadruth. Worker participation 
in management is a reality in 
eight factories, anq ar- 


some 


rangements are being made for 


the step in 12 others. 
The working men of the plant 


select at the polls those who are 


tc represent them in manage- 
ment, and the latter undergo a 
sevies of special courses in such 
subjects as costing, accounting, 
marketing, personnel problems 
and economics. The intention is 
not to increase the number of 
managers; representatives of 


Jabor do not leave their jobs at 
the machine or on the assembly 
line, but are called in to take 
part in discussion and in the 
making of decisions. 


THERE IS difference of opin- 
jon, of course, as to whether this 
phenomenon is successful, and 
since the experiment is still*rela- 
tively young all observers must 
theorize. 

In one instance there is frank 
admission that it has not worke¢e 
out as well as expected. The first 
company in Israel to draw work- 
ers into the front office was the 


government owned Palestine 
Electric corp, And not long ago 
the representative of the workers 


conceded that the general atmos- 
phere in the plant had not im- 
Proved as expected. 


EVEN AFTER agreement had 
been reached on such subjects 
&s salaries and personne] gra/- 
ing, there were “eruptions” 
émong the workers, with adverse 
effects on operations. 

More recently, the liberal daily, 
Haaretz, published a series of 
articles revealing that the man- 
agement of the electric company 
hag become shot through with 
Politica) intrigues, introduced 
from the lower ranks, Further 
the rank and file of the plant re- 
Zard its representatives, who 
have not brought them higher 
wages and better conditions as 
Guickly as expected, with an un- 
friendly eye. The tendency toward 
exeggerated over-time still exists, 
however. Haaretz warns other 
factories against following this 
example, 

THE HISTADRUTH believes 


——_ 





that given the opportunity, men 
from the plant can reveal] their 
latent executive talents. A fac- 
tery should be run on mutual 
respect and on the principle that 
no man exploits his neighbor. 


The criticism has come from 
both spokesmen of private capi- 
tal and from courageous, indi- 
vidualist managers of Histadruth 
subsidiaries. Thus, the manager 
of the union-owued and operated 
Vulcan Foundry dared to point 
out that management is a skilled 
occupation, involving knowledge 
of technology, economics, and in- 
dustrial engineering—skills which 
workers do not possess. They 
can not be thrust into positions 
of power, but must grow and 
gradually develop a sense of re- 
sponsibility. Handing factories 
over to the workers by decree 
is dangerous. This from a His- 
tadruth manager. 


STILL ANOTHER spokesman 
of the same type warned that 
labor tends to lock upon a His- 
tadruth-owned plant as one oper- 
ated for their good. The individ- 
ual is interested only in getting 
vut of it as much as he can for 
himself. This difference in point 
of view between Jabor and man- 
agement in Histadruth industry 
is one of the things which led 
to the recent drastic reorganiza- 
tion of the giant Solel Boneh. 
The managers were put in their 
place —or eliminated — and the 
trade union wing has taken over. 
Only the next few years wil) 
show whether this revolution 
was good or bad. 

A significant article in the la- 
bor daily, Davar, not long ago, 
tried to give the impression that 
the intent is to foster a one- 
ness, a sense of mutual responsi- 
bility, rather than a sense of 





management versus labor. Davar 
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soft-pedalled the changes taking 
Flace, The newly formed labor 
councils are consulted by man- 
agement, but they still do not 
manage, the paper said. They 
have a voice in broad policies and 
in such matters as employment, 
full use of facilities, efficiency of 
operations, maintenance, storage, 
equipment, development of new 
products, quality control—but the 
actual] execution of policy is left 
in the hands of those who sit 
at the desks. 


THE IMPORTANT thing is 


that labor is for the first time 
learning the economic facts of 
operating a factory. This af- 
fetcs their whole attitude toward 
iit. They have been taken not only 
into the confidence of the man- 
agement, but also intg partner- 
ship. No longer are there two 
classes; both are equal, though 
with different responsibilities. 
One must repeat, where this 
will lead it is hard to say, but 
opinion is sharply divided here,

THE PLOT revolves around a 
comedy of errors involving a 
towering star athlete, Ray Blent 
(Robert Elston), his petite fian- 
cee, June Ryder (Nina Wilcox), 
and a would-be, fixed basketball 
game. 

A slow first act in which our 
humorstat ticked off three 
chuckles, led us to wonder 
whether we were watching the 
same show as the daily crities. 
But the action livened consider- 
ably in the second stanza, and 
sped to a delightful finish in the 
fast third. 


“TALL STOR Y” contains a 
number of very funny lines, in- 
serted with practiced ease, and 
a vague sense of incredulity 





without which no farce can be 
self-respecting. There is slapdash 
and slambang, noise and much 
rushing back and forth, and a 
marquee which flashes the cru- 
cial score of the game into the 
dark theater like a revelation, 

Conreid and Connelly are, of 
course, old hands at this sort of 
thing, and in his own fashion 
each achieves a final understand- 
ing of the scholastic life which 
would meet with approval no- 
where. 


Miss Winters is a tower of 
wedded strength, Elston truly 
comic in a sophomoric way, and 
Miss Wilcox a fetching morsel, 
indeed. 


All in all, an uproar “Tall 
Story” isn’t, But a zip-lined com- 
position with beJis on, it cer- 
tainly is. As our companion re- 
marked, ‘“‘Tall Story” would make 
a wonderful high school senior 
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play, and although it is doubtful 
that any secondary institution 
eculd staff its production with

Her future can be bright, but 
not necessarily at the expense of 
the present.

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Debussy’s “Pelleas and Meli- 
sande” is a seldom-performed 
masterwork. 

There are no big, melodic 
arias; the action ts largely static; 
the motif has mystic overtones; 
the lighting and sets seem dark 
and unreal; the music is unfa- 
riliar; the star system doesn’t 
work here, and for the average 
opera-goer the quicksilver beau- 
ties of the score fall on uncom- 
prehending ears. 

Yet “Pelleas” is a work of art 
when properly mounted. 

It has not been given at the 
Metropolitan Opera for many 
years, nor anywhere else in the 
country for that mater, but at 
least the New York Philharmonic 
has not neglected it. 

RECENTLY, Jean Morel con- 
ducted a glowing concert version 
of the five-act music-drama with 
pryllis Curtin as Melisande, Nic- 
olai Gedda as Pelleas, Martial 
Singher as Golaud, Kenneth 
Smith as Arkel, Regina Resnik as 
Genevieve, Mildred Allen as Yni- 
old ang Calvin Marsh as the Doc- 
tor. 

It is an unhappy fact that “Pel- 
leas” is one of the few works 
for the stage that is less than 
complete when presented in an-

Concert versions have a way of 
turning up excellent soloists in 
good voice, and the present oc- 
casion proved no excepticn.

British Zionism Said Bankrupt 
For Failure To Foster Aliya 


LONDON (P-0O)—The stormy 
petrel on the English Jewish 
scene, H. A. Goodman had some 
harsh words to say about the 
Zionists this week. 

MR. GOODMAN, who is the 
leader of Orthodoxy in Great 
Britain, and who holds member- 
ship on both the British Board 
of Jewish Deputies and its non- 
Zionist competitor the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, said the Brit- 
ish Zionist movement was char- 
acterized by its “appalling bank- 
ruptcy.” He gave as evidence the 
complete failure of any appreci- 
able aliya (immigration to Israel) 
from England, according to The 
Jewish Chronicle here. 

Goodman expressed his oppo- 
sition to the program of the 
Zionist Federation to establish 
Jewish all-day schools. He said 
the Federation had no right to 
use money collected for Israel 
for the establishment -of what 
he called “Jewish political 
schools.” 

MR. GOODMAN expounded 





on his view that the Federation, 
which includes all Zionist bodies, 
should be dissolved in favor of 
a Friends of Israel, which would 
be non-political and whose sole 
concern would be fund-raising. 

Mr. Goodman asked why Zion- 
ist leaders had not set an ex- 
ample by emigrating to Israel

RABBI SINGER ANSWERED 


Rabbi Richard E. Singer, in his sermon delivered on 
Feb. 15, denies a cardinal Jewish principle which threads 
its way all through Jewish history — that all Israel are 
brothers. 


WHEN HE SEEKS to deny the validity of this concept, 
then he is denying the basis of all Jewish welfare organiza- 
tion in the United States. 

For whether the Rumanian Jew goes to Israel or whether 
he come to the United States, he still needs help, and this 
help traditionally in the U.S. has come from the organized 
Jewish community. In fact, our welfare organizations were 
founded in the first decades of this century because of the 
need to aid the greenhorns then streaming in from Europe. 


WITH MUCH the same gracelessness, Rabbi Singer 
challenges the theory of bringing Jews out from behind the 
iron curtain. He wants them to fight the good battle for 
freedom, and this kind of cold logic might at first seem to 
have some legitimacy. 

Here too’ Rabbi Singer would ignore another salient 
fact of Jewish history, for he has clearly demonstrated that 
he wants the jeopardy in which some Jews live to be docu- 
mented not by the past and the present, but even by the 
future. So we’ll make the case against his views in another 
way. 

ANYONE WHO can escape from behind the iron cur- 
tain should be helped—whether Jew or non-Jew. 

When the Hungarians were escaping at the time of the 
rebellion two years ago, did Rabbi Singer consider them 
deserters and argue that they should have stayed in Hun- 
gary? What happened was that even the U.S. opened its 
doors to accept these escapees. 


WHEN GERMANS crossed over into West Germany 
from East Germany, did Rabbi Singer point the finger of 
guilt at the West Germans for accepting them and at the 
escapees for not staying to fight for freedom in East Ger- 
many? 

Can we assume then that Rabbi Singer is interested in 


any club with which to belabor the United Jewish Appeal, 
and not in the correctness of the Jewish position? 


TO MOST non-Jews it would seem to be a matter of 
good fortune that there is an Israel to which the Rumanian 
Jews, and others in need of a home, may go. But to Rabbi 
Singer this is a misfortune, and he will not contribute to 
the UJA because the problem of saving Jews was not solved 
by the UJA in the one year in which it promised that all 
the Jews would be saved. 

Finally Rabbi Singer assumes that the Jewish com- 
munity of the United States is made up of a bunch of simple- 
tons who are wielded this way or that way by the nation- 
alists, and who haven’t the foresight to see into what dan- 
gers they are being led. 


THIS IS an accusation of a bitter soul, and the callous- 
ness which shows throughout Rabbi Singer’s sermon de- 
feats most of his arguments. 


Of course Israel isn’t perfect. Nor is the United Jewish 
Appeal blameless. But in view of the tragedy of Jewry in 
our generation, the example of Israel will go down in his- 


tory as one of the few episodes that were right with the 
world in the 20th century. And as for U.S. Jewry, the one 
great redeeming factor of a Jewish community which was 
well on the road to disintegration will have been found to 
be its generosity. Through this one godly act, the U.S. Jew- 
ish community has won its right to go on to greater heights 
of achievement as a creative Jewish community. 
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On the letter page in our “Freedom of 
the Press” section, Mr. Walter A. May Jr., 
of Los Angeles challenges dur integrity as a 
journalist. This is his right. 


BUT WE THINK he is confusing us as 
editor of The POST and OPINION and the 
editorials we write, with Rabbi Jacob J. Wein- 
stein, who attacked Rabbi Singer’s views in 
his column of Mar. 20. 

We agree with Mr. May that if we edi- 
torialize on a subject and especially when we 
criticize someone, it is the duty of The POST 
and OPINION to first print as straight news 
in its news columns the incident or the views 
which we are discussing. 


BUT A COLUMNIST has far more lee- 
way. It is traditional with newspaper column- 
ists that they may refer to anything they 
wish whether or not that material has been 
treated in the news columns of the paper. 
Rabbi Weinstein is a columnist. 

But what peeves us is the way that the 
anti-Zionists feel that only they alone are true 
devotees of democracy, while the Zionists 
alone betray democracy. 

We have never atiended a conference of 
the Zionist Organization of America’ where 
any sessions were closed to the press. In fact, 
at many of these conventions we’ve seen emis- 
saries of the American Council for Judaism 
making notes and later we ‘have read their 
reports in publications of the Council for 
Judaism. } 

Now let us compare this practice of the 
freedom of the press with the respect for

this same cardinal principal of democracy by 
the American Council for Judaism at their 
conventions. 


AT ONE CONVENTION some years back 
when we were espied in the rear of the hall 
taking notes, criticisth of our presence wags 
brought to the attention of the chair, then 
occupied by Lessing Rosenwald. Mr. Rosen- 
wald ruled in our favor, and we were per- 
mitted to stay in this session. 

At the same convention however, at a later 
session, we were barred. The common device 
used by the American Jewish Committee — 
but not by the ZOA or the American Jewish 
Congress or the Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds at their conventions ~ 
was employed. In this case, someone hastily 
scrawled in crayon across a piece of card- 
board, “executive session” and this pretense 
has since been used to keep us from reporting 
Council for Judaism conventions. 


THIS SAME charge is involved in what the 
anti-Zionists, with no regard for accuracy, 
choose to call the Zionist press. This press is 
alleged to bar news of the Council for Judaism 
activities from its pages. The POST and 
OPINION is the best answer to this lie. The 
Council for Judaism has received more news 
space’in this paper than its importance in the 
U.S. Jewish community warrants. But this is 
so because we feel that a minority has a right 
to express its views, and unlike this particular 
minority, The POST and OPINION practices 
what it preaches in respect to freedom of 
speech. 
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Some Reflections on “A Raisin in the Sun”

KAM Lemple. Chicago 

This play, the first to be produced by 
Lorraine Hansberry, deals primarily with the 
dreams of a Negro family residing in a rather 
typical kitchenette apartment on the crowded 
South Side of Chicago. 

The family hailed from the deep South 
and before that, who knows? 
The Negro community does 
not have landsmanschaften in 
the manner of the Jews. 
They are not too anxious to 
remember the yihus of the 
family in Vicksburg or Ya- 
hoo and they simply don’t 
know what part of the Old 
World they came from. If 
they did, we might find that 
Rabbi Weinstein some could claim a common 
descent from the Ethiopian princesses that 
came to Solomon's most accommodating bed. 





THE FATHER of the Younger family has 
died after a life of constant labor, so that 
his son and daughter might have some of 
the opportunities he did not have. The widow 
Lena remains and she is the dominant char- 
acter of the play. She dominates it so com- 
pletely even the Academy Award nominee, 
Sidney Poitier, is eclipsed by her massive 
strength. Not since Ma Joad-in “The Grapes 
of Wrath” gave an incredible security to her 
Oakie brood has the mother strength so com- 
pletely pervaded an entire family and so hero- 
ically shored up that family from the en- 
gulfing floods as does Lena Younger in this 
play. 

[ rummaged among my notes on “The 
Grapes of Wrath” to find these lines, the 
relevance of which will be apparent in a 
little while: 


“HER FULL face was not soft; it 
was controlled, kindly. Her hazel eyes 
seemed to have experienced all possible 
tragedy and to have mounted pain and 
suffering like steps into a high calm and 
a superhuman understanding. She seemed 
to know, to accept, to welcome her posi- 
tion, the citadel of the family, the strong 
place that could not be taken. And since 
old Tom and the children could not know 
hurt or fear unless she acknowledged hurt 
and fear, she had practiced denying them 
in herself. And since, when a joyful thing 
happened they looked to her to see wheth- 
er joy was on her, it was her habit to 
build up laughter out of inadequate ma- 
terials. But better than joy was calm. 
Imperturbability could be depended upon. 
And from her great and humble position 
as healer, her hands had grown sure and 
cool and quiet; from her position as arbi- 
ter she’ had betomje ‘as, remote and 'fatlt- 


to know that if she swayed the family 
less in judgment as a goddess. She seemed 
shook, and if she ever deeply wavered or 
despaired the family would fall, the family 
will to function would be gone.” 
Listen now to the author's script note 
on Mother Younger: 


“SHE IS A woman in her late 60s, 
full bodied and strong. She is one of those 
women of certain grace and beauty who 
wear it so unobtrusively that it takes a 
while to notice. Her dark brown face is 
surrounded by the total whiteness of her 
hair and, being a woman who has adjusted 
to many things in life and overcome many 
more, her face is full of strength. She has, 
as we can see, wit and faith of a kind 
that keep her eyes lit and full of interest 
and expectancy. She is, in a word, a beau- 
tiful woman. 


“Her bearing is perhaps most like that 
of the Herero women ... rather as if she 
imagines that as she walks she still bears 
a basket or a vessel upon her head. Her 
speech on the other hand is as careless 
as her carriage is precise . . . she is in- 
clined to slur everything .. . but the 
voice is not so much quiet as simply... 
soft.” 

IT WILL NOT surprise me if Miss McNeil 
‘wins the Academy Award when and if she 
plays this part in the movie version. 

Sidney Poitier is reported to have given 
an interview on the radio recently in which 
he gave a rather harsh reaction to the mother 
role. He thinks that Lena Younger is the 
epitome of Mimism, a tyrant who with overt 
kindness chokes the life force out of her 
son, a pattern which ought to be quickly 
recognized by a Jewish audience. In fact the 
most perceptive reaction to the play was given 
by a Jewish mother whose very successful 
son was taking her out on the town and who 
kept on repeating throughout the play, in 4 
fine Yiddish accent: “Se’iz ta’ke azoi, se’iZ 
ta’ke azoi”—“That’s the way it really is; that’s 
the way it really is!” 

MA LENA NOT only holds fast to primi- 
tive religion and forces it upon her children, 
but holds the family together whether they 
like it or not, whether it is good for them of 
not, 

Sidney Poitier considers Lena Younger 4 
force for evil—a force capable of suppressing 
the initiative of her children, but really not 
capable of understanding or contending w:th 
the dynamics of the social and economic situ: 
ation of the Negro in a white society. It could 
be that Mr. Poitier is suffering from a hol 
over empathy with his role and cannot helP 
hating the mother whom he has so fearfully 
wronged. It is a bitter but true fact that we 
sinful human beings tend to hate most thos 
whom we have most wronged.
